A YOUNG BOY 


FATALLY SHOT 


While Bathing; In u 81ougli Near Laurel 
< reek lie F.iIIm a Victim to 
a Rifle Bullet. 


At noon yesterday George LePalm, 
a 14-year-old boy, was shot through 
the heart and instantly killed by a 
rifie in the hands of liatista Martin, 
a Portuguese farmhand employed by 
McLellan Brothers at Laurel Creek. 

With Martin at the time of the 
shooting were Howard McLellan and 
| George McLellan. Martin and How¬ 
ard McLellan are now in jail at Red¬ 
wood City. The three men claim the 
shooting was an accident, but from 
intimations received from Redwood 
City at a late hour last night it is in¬ 
ferred that the officers regard their 
story as queer to say the least. 

Three other boys—D. Sharon, C. 
Wald and A. Higgins—were with Le¬ 
Palm when he was shot. They claim 
they had gone to a slough about 300 
; yards in the rear of the McLellan 
ranch to bathe, and that while disrob¬ 
ing heard bullets whizzing over their 
heads, coming from the direction of 
the three men who were some 200 
yards away. Fearing danger, Hig¬ 
gins, Sharon and Wald laid behind a 
bank, but LePalm arose to look in the 
direction of the men, and as he did 
) so fell dead from a bullet penetrating 
his heart. 

The three boys raised an outcry and 
the two McLellaus aud Martin hur¬ 
ried toward them. As they ap¬ 
proached Higgins cried out: “What 
are you trying to do, kill us? Y'ou 
have succeeded in killing one of us.” 

The body was removed to the Me- 
Lellau ranch and the officers notified. 
The body was taken to Redwood City, 
and two of the men locked up, as 
stated. 

i They claim they did not see the 
| boys until the three rose from behind 
the bank as LePalm fell dead; that 
they were practicing at a target as is 
a frequent custom among them. 

Coroner Crowe, Sheriff Mansfield 
and District Attorney Bullock have 
made an examination of the premises, 
aud until the inquest is held the true 
facts of the case cannot be learned. 

LePalm, the murdered boy, was 
j formerly an inmate, of the Arinitage 
I Orphanage. His comrades say he was

ERECTED BY SIOUX ON WOUND¬ 
ED KNEE BATTLEFIELD. 

Shaft to Commemorate Those Who Kell 
in that Bloody Fight —The I.ast Great 
Stand of the Ited Race Against the 
White. 

On a little knoll overlooking' Wound¬ 
ed Knee battlefield on the Piue Ridge 
agency, iu South Dakota, 5,000 Sioux 
f Indian » recently 

gathered to dedi- 

vate a monument 
- recently erected to 

B whites who called 
the Inn tie of the 
Little Rig Horn the 
"Custer massacre,'’ 

Wounded Knee the 

under whom they 

fought in that lust 
the monument, and most disastrous 
effort of tlie Indians to resist the 

march of civilization. Many of those 

warriors who rode in the whirlwind of 
death which engulfed Custer's men tit 
the Little Big Horn went to their 
death at Wounded Knee, and this mon¬ 
ument is to their memory. The cele¬ 
bration was the first of its kind ob¬ 
served by the Indians of this country 
and marks the progress which civiliza¬ 
tion is making among them. 

'lhe Wounded Knee fight was the 
last great stand of the red race against 
tile white and was caused through the 
agency of Sitting Bull, who was to the 
northern Indians what Geronimo was 
to tlie southwestern tribes, lie aroused 
their patriotism to the fighting spirit, 
and in addition he anointed each brave 
with "medicine,” which he claimed 
made them invulnerable to bullets 
from the white man's pistol. And ev¬ 
ery Indian thoroughly believed this. 

lo accomplish his purpose, Sitting 
Bull originated the "ghost, or Messiah, 
dance, which soon spread through the 
Sioux nation like fire over the western 
prairie. This dance was only a pre¬ 
liminary t.Q being nno.inted with the 
"medicihe"' and was a mixture of the 
waf and squaw dance, except that the 
dancers circled around a tall pole on 
which was hung a skin containing the 
medicine. The eyes of the dancers were 
continually fixed on this spot, their 
eyes thrown upward. It is said the 
dancers, in time, became actually hyp¬ 
notized and fell on the ground in a 
cataleptic fit. While in this state they 
had visions of what was io happen to 
the white men who opposed the Indian 
when anointed with the “medicine.” 
'I ll so visions were all alike. Buffaloes 
would return: white men he all killed, 

I lie Great Npriit had informed them 
that the white man’s bullet could not 
in j lire them any more; and, above all, 
that Sitting Bull must be obeyed im¬ 
plicitly. 

Preparing for Wuf. 

After tlie Indians had danced all dui ,j - 
ing the fall of lSint, about SO per cent 
of the entire Sioux tribe became firm 
followers of Silting Bull; had inter¬ 
viewed the Great Spirit, and had been 
anointed with “medicine" by tlicir high 
priest or medicine man. 

When the Indians got into tlie con¬ 
dition that Sitting Bull could he sure 
liis every order would be obeyed, the 
"ghost" dancing ceased and prepara¬ 
tions for war began. Thin it was that 
tlie commanding officer of the railed 
States troops at l-'ort Yales was order¬ 
ed to arrest old Sitting Hull and con- 
line him in prison at the agency of 
Standing Hock for the time being. 

Sitting Hull was camptxl forty miles 
away from the agency, but a squad of 
fifty cavalrymen started after the old 
Indian early on Dec. 15. 

The Indian police, commanded by 
Bull Head and Shave Head, were 
within striking distance of sitting 
Bull’s camp several days before the 
cavalry took leave of the fort. 

Sitting Hull’s cabin was almost sur¬ 
rounded by the fanatical "ghost danc¬ 
ers," Hut tin 1 Indian police managed to 
reach the house and arrest the old fid- 
low. Sitting Hull’s young son slipped 
from the house and aroused the "ghost 
dancers," who soon swarmed around 
the little party of police. 

After Itie police mounted their horses 
to return with Sitting Hull, that old 
warrior called upon his followers to 
rescue him. and Strike-the-Kettle and 
Cateh-the-Bear dashed up at full speed 
to the two police who guarded the 
prisoner, and shot them. Both guards 
were killed, but in falling Hull Head, 
a guard, wheeled, and instead of shoot¬ 
ing Ills assailant, shot Sitting Hull 
dead. 

Tlie police then took refuge in Sit 
litij; Bull's cabin, which was immedi¬ 
ately surrounded by hundreds of yell 
j lug,, frantic Indians. The soldiers came 
up at that moment, and the ghost 
dancers fled to the timber, half a mile 
away. 

An hour later an incident happened 
which showed tlie sublime faith his 
followers had In Sitting Bui', and 
which tuid a great bearing upon the 
future of the Indians and led directly 
to tlie battle fought two weeks later 
by the ghost dancers at Wounded 
Knee--the buttle which the monument 
commemorates. 

While tlie troopers were preparing to 
return to the fort, carrying the dead 
body of Silting Bull with them, an In¬ 
dian riding at full speed emerged from 
the woods into which they had gone 
when tlie soldiers appeared. Straight 
towards the assembled soldiers rode

the red man. until he halted on a small } 
knoll about eighty yards away. 

Dressed (or rather undressed) in full j 
war paraphernalia, eagle war bonnet, ; 
war paint, war lance, etc., nnd war 
shirt which Sitting Bull had anointed, 
tlie warrior stood like a copper statue 
on the knoll, while every soldier and 
Indian police in the troop fired point 
blank at him again autl again. For 
five minutes he sat on his horse, im¬ 
movable, drawing the fire of tlie ninety 
men, most of whom were crack shots. 
Then the firing ceased and every sol¬ 
dier in the troop applauded the won¬ 
derful nerve of the warrior. lie had 
been testing tlie efficiency of the "nud- 
ieiiie" of Sitting Bull. 

Apparently satisfied, lie turned his 
back on the soldiers and rode again 
at full speed for the timber, never 
looking back. Two weeks later this 
same Indian started the fight at 
Wounded Knee by braining Captain 
Wallace in the presence of his entire 
company. 

Killing of Capt. Wallace. 

Dec. ”8 the Indians were ?flmped on 
Wounded Knee creek, waiting for a 
conference the following day with 
Gen. Forsythe, commanding the troops. 
During the clay the scouts Little Bat 
and Lone Star had been among the 
Sioux Indians, led by Big Font, and 
liad learned (lie serious condition of af¬ 
fairs. The following morning they re-! 
ported to Gen. Forsythe that (lie In t 
dians would probably resist unless an ! 
overwhelming force of soldiers was' 
brought up. Forsythe did not agree 
with the scout and continued to ad¬ 
vance. 

But Capt. Wallace, who believed (he 
report of the scout, together with "Lit¬ 
tle Hat” and "Lone Star,” rode ahead 
of the troops, in order to pacify the 
Indians. 

Tlie three men drew in close lo the 
troops of savages which had advanced j 
to meet them, and then “Lone Star" | 
recognized the daring warrior who had j 
tried his medicine two weeks before 
that day. He. together with several I 
other Indians, left the main body and j 
advanced toward Capt. Wallace. 

Suddenly, from within the crowd, 
arose the slit-ill death song of the 
Sioux. Both the scouts now saw the | 
deadly danger in which all three stood, I 
but Capt. Wallace did not understand. | 
and before hi- could be warned, beitl i 
out his hand to greet the advancing 
bra vos. 

From their positions, neilher of the 
soouts could lire and Capt. Wallace 
walked toward his death, oblivious of I 
thi> terrible fate awaiting him. 

The singing Indian grasped Capt. 
Wallace's outstretched hand, and sud¬ 
denly drawing his other hand from bo- I 
lioath bis blanket, struck tlie bravo 
captain a terrible blow with a toma¬ 
hawk. killing hint instantly. 

But tlie medicine shirt failed to pro¬ 
tect tin- Indian from the bullet which 
left tlie pistol of “Lone Star" a mo¬ 
ment later, and the savage foil dead 
with a bullet through his heart. 

The Woody Gulch. 

The two scouts backed away, firing 
as (hey went, and in turn received the 
fire of the entire band. Both escaped 
without a scratch. But not so the In¬ 
dians. A number were killed by the 
scouts before the soldiers got into ac¬ 
tion. The Indians broke for cover and 
succeeded In reaching a ravine from 
which tlie soldiers could not drive 
them. 

Gen. Forsythe wrote an order for re¬ 
inforcements and handed it to Lone 
star, who rode the fourteen miles to 
the agency in thirty-five minutes. In 
I Hour and 28 minutes the re-enforce¬ 
ments dashed up, the soldiers having 
left too hurriedly to place saddles on 
ihelr horses. 

But they had brought the gatling 
guns with them. These were new to 
the Indians, who did not understand 
the rapid fire. Three of these were 
placed in position to rake the ravine, 
and the slaughter began. The savages 
could not escape, and later in the day 
the ravtne was found to be actually 
choked with dead Indians, more than 
two hundred lying within a space of a 


few hundred feet. (The Indians still 
call this "Bloody Gulch.”) 

The soldiers that day lost Capt. Wal¬ 
lace and twenty-four men killed and j 
thirty-four wounded. 

Bui under the spot on which the In- ' 
dian monument rests are the bones of 
more Ilian two hundred and fifty indi j 
ans who were killed that day, and for ; 
many months it was nothing uncom¬ 
mon to discover the bleached skeleton 
of an Indian lying in the grass any- I 
where in tlie neighborhood of (lie bat¬ 
tlefield. The exact number of killed 
was never known. 

"LUXURIES” ON BATTLESHIPS. 

Modern Vessel Carries HoO Tons of 
Unnecessary Articles. 

Rear Admiral Bowles, chief of the 
Bureau of Construction, has made a ! 
calculation based on investigations 
made by officers of his bureau of the j 
weight of "luxuries” carried on a bat- j 
tleship of recent construction. In the 
preparation of plans and designs for 
war vessels there is almost a constant 
contention bet wen the several bureau* 
in regard to the weights that should | 
be carried, each branch contending for' 1 
tlie installation of machinery and de- | 
vices deemed essential. These eontro- 
versies are usually settled by a com¬ 
promise, in which something is yielded 
by each, but the result is often unsat¬ 
isfactory, and not infrequently has j * 
proved detrimental to the efficiency of \ 
(he rt’.-sel. * i : 

At a recent meeting of tlie Board of 
t onstnietion Admiral Bowles declared 
that oil each battleship lliero were 350 * 
tons of luxuries, a statement which [ 
startled the members of the hoard.;' 
Included in these so-called luxuries ]' 
are materials of every description that , ' 
cannot be classified as necessities, such 
as furniture, ice machines, refrigera¬ 
tors, radiators and the machinery ro 
quired for them. 1 

It Is pointed out that flagships are j 
supplied with two bathrooms and ap¬ 
purtenances for tlie flag officer, while i ( 
one bath tut) is deemed sufficient for 
tlie ward room, in which fifteen or' 
twenty officers live. There will be un- \ , 
doubtedly a protracted discussion as 1 ' 
to what constitutes luxuries, but offi 
eers general)- believe ibat much of the , 
weights which Admiral Bowles de- ' ' 
scribed might lie abolished and tilt- 
space given to what may be called ne¬ 
cessities. 

I here will lie little discussion outside 
of tin- flag rank as to the necessity for 
two hath tubs in the elegant and spa 
cions quarters set apart for the .-id- j 
miral. The additional bath is provided 
for tin- guest of tlie admiral in easel 
lie should have one, which seldom hap¬ 
pens. New York Times.

ROMANCE OF TREASURE HOUSE. 

Events in History of Hank of England 
Reads Like Thrilling Fiction. 

The Bank of England—that ram¬ 
bling, ramshackle, loose-jointed struc¬ 
ture of gray stone, blackened by cen¬ 
turies of London smoke, London grime 
and London soot, and forming an al¬ 
most complete square from Threadnee- 
dle street in the south to Coleman 
street in the north—does not at first 
sight seem a likely place for romance, 
and yet its history teems with stories 
of love, hatred, ambition, rascality- and 
adventure. 

William Paterson, who at one time 
of ills life had controlled every pri¬ 
vateer that ran the Spanish main-—a 
grim, black-muzzled Scotchman--was 
tlie founder of the bank. He laid the 
foundation of his fortune in the buying 
and selling of slaves and the clearing 
of £100,000 as his share of the gold 
found on a sunken Spanish g.-illeon. It 
was with this £100,000 and the profit 
derived from his buccaneering expedi¬ 
tion that Paterson, banished to Hol¬ 
land by .lames li. and the implacable 
enemy of all the Stuarts, found part of 
tlie money for Ihe Prince of Orange's 
expedition across the Boyne. 

Concurrently with the advent of 
William HI. on tlie throne of England 
the first plans for tlie foundation of a 
national hank wore made and those 
who know of the inside history of 
those times doubt not that William 111. 
was Indeed the moving spirit of the 
scheme, and that Paterson was his 
official tool and mouthpiece at the 
weekly meetings or famous gatherings 
of financiers known as the Wednesday 
Cluli. 

Vain was it for the Jacobites of that 
day to denounce the bank as a revolu¬ 
tionary institution through which all 
the wealth of the nation would go into 
tlie hands of the sovereign. Tlie only 
concession that the Tory malcontents 
were able to obtain from the govern¬ 
ment was a law thar remains in force 
to this day—that the bank should not 
lend money (o the king or (lie govern¬ 
ment except by consent of both houses 
of parliament. 

Blood-red in the annals of tlie hank 
lives the story of Charles Walter God¬ 
frey. partner of Paterson. Crossing 
the channel in the teeth of a fierce 
storm tind laden with £00,000 ($300,000) 
in drafts for Die aid of King William, 
at that time besieging Namur against 
the forces of the fourteenth Louis. 
Godfrey insisted oil li is right to de¬ 
liver the warrant for tlie money into 
tlie bonds of the king, who was then 
in ihe trenches under a hot.fi re. And 
as, with humble obesiance. he bawled 
ihe paper io his taciturn majesty, say¬ 
ing in response to the king's gruff re¬ 
monstrance, “Am I then more exposed 
to danger than you. sir?" a cannon 
ball swept his bead away. 

Over the massive fireplace in the 
directors' room stood some years ago 
t hree rusty specimens of the old Brown 
Bess, together with a number of rough¬ 


ly shaped bullets. In these relics s 
embodied a picture of that dreadful 
night in tlie November of 1780. when 
the mob of Gordon rioters marched 
down from Newgate, setting fire to tn 
cry Catholic chapel on the line of 
march and advancing with a force of 
5,000 upon the bank. 

Then was it, says the New York- 
World, (hat the clerks, armed with 
muskets, remembered that they w-ve 
unprovided with shot. Before them 
lay rows of leaden inkstands, mutch- 
suggesting the possibilities of a new 
use. In less than half an hour tic 
inkstands had been melted and tunnii 
into bullets. 

The muskets were loaded. At every 
window of the bank stood two mark* 
men. their guns trained on the crowd 
below. Yet the mob came on. ne ■- 
halting, never hesitating, until they 
wore within ten yards of the bank 
gates, and then, sharp and clear above 
the pandemonium of yelling, was 
hoard the order to fire. 

From those wintlows poured a dead!- 
volley, and when the smoke finally 
cleared away 250 rioters lay still or 
writhing in the agony of mortal 
wounds on the open space covered ■- 
i i lie esplanade of the Royal Exchange 
| The attacking army wavered, stc; 

] ped, broke line and fled and the (Jordon 
j riots were at an end.

It will stand about 
sixty feet high, and be capped by a 
balloon of bronze and glass or trails 
parent mica. Its diameter will be 
about ten feet, and inside will be an 
electric lamp with a reflector, so that 
by night the monument will lie illti 
minuted. The balloon will be guided 
by a symbolical figure of (he genius 
of Paris, and under it a mother with 
her dying children will represent the 
city of Paris. 

Sir Wilfrid Lawson, who recently 
won a fiercely contested parliamentary 
election on bis old platform of tem 
Iterance, Is known as England’s “grand 
old man of temperance.” lie Is 73 
years old, and devoted forty years of 
his life to the championship of tern 
Iterance. Sir Wilfrid lias been prom 
incut iu every parliamentary crisis for 
:i quarter of a century, and it Is said 
that there Is liitle doubt that bad lie 
not identified himself with tho cause 
of temperance lie would liuvo been 
many times a minister. As it is he 
tins never been a member of a cabinet. 
He has fought with and against Bis 
raeli, Palmerston, Bright and Glad 
stone.

A RIOT IN TITLES. 


lUiil.ornto (TiiN.iflentloii of IlnnL 
'Flint HuIon In Denmark. 

The Danish classification of rank is 
a very elaborate one, built up of of- 
Ih'os. orders, birth and titles, writes ,1. 
Bi'iicimer in “Danish Life In Town and 
Country." There are nine classes, 
which are divided into as many as a 
dozen subsections, each of which may 
again comprise a score or two of dif¬ 
ferent titles and offices, yet there was a 
complaint in one of the Danish pnpe.'s 
the other day that ii was anything but 
complete. 

Holders of titles liave to pay an an¬ 
imal lax ranging from $44.50 in the 
first class to a miserly $3.33 in the 
liinlli. There are about a score of dif¬ 
ferent titles, several of which are again 
divided into "real” and “others,” the 
“real" being several shades better than 
the “others.” 

These titles are always used in con¬ 
versation, as. for example, "Will not 
the chamberlain have a cigar?” or 
“Mr. Chamberlain, will you not have 
a cigar?” And it requires a fairly 
clear bend and a good memory to give 
everybody his due in a large party, 
especially as some of them are deco¬ 
rously long, ns, for instance, geheime- 
conferentsraad. 

Then there are Indies, who generally 
have “inde” (the English “ess”) added 
to tlieir husbands’ title or office. A 
colonel’s wife, for Instance, is called 
oberstindo, and tin' wife of the cham¬ 
berlain to tlie king kaininerherreinde, 
and so forth. 

But tlie subtleties of tlie additional 
titular address iu writing even excel 
the verbal form. That persons of the 
first rank are “excellencies” is only 
natural, but gentlemen of tlie second 
class have on documents addressed to 
them a “high well born" prefixed to 
their title and name, and those of the 
third class a “high and well horn.” I 
much regret that I cannot explain why 
tlie addition of tills “and" should 
somewhat detract from tlie value of 
the same words. 

Gentlemen of the niiilh class are ad¬ 
dressed as “well honorable and well 
bred,” which is, I think, almost more 
than they could expect for their $3.33.
